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PREFACE 


The Orchadian, quarterly journal of the Australasian Native Orchid Society, was founded in 
Australia, in 1963. It began as a 12-page typewritten periodical dedicated to the study and care 
of orchids indigenous to the region of Australasia; and for this reason it has achieved worldwide 
importance for students of orchid botany and taxonomy as well as for orchid hobbyists. 

Volumes 1-5 of The Orchadian cover 60 issues varying from eight to 20 pages per issue. The 
first 14 years of publication were under the devoted editorship of Mr M.J. Corrigan who also 
typed every word of those issues. This Index bears testimony to Mr Corrigan’s dedication and 
to the indebtedness of the Australasian Native Orchid Society to its first editor. 

From its beginning in 1963, The Orchadian took on a special, if not unique, quality among 
orchid journals: a blend of science, practical horticulture and habitat studies. It conveyed 
information that could be found in no other publication. Therefore ‘‘back copies’’ have been 
constantly in demand and the Society has had to reprint early volumes from time to time. The 
botanical descriptions and naming of newly discovered orchid species — especially in orchid-rich 
Papua New Guinea — have kept The Orchadian under reference in books and periodicals con- 
cerned with orchidology. 

In the final analysis it is to the voluntary contributors of articles in Vols. 1-5 that the Society 
is most indebted. They have made The Orchadian a success. The extent of the work done by 
individual contributors can now be judged by looking at the list of authors in part 1 of this 
Index and the number of articles to the credit of each of them. 

By its very nature The Orchadian is for retention and continuing reference. Yet the mere 
accumulation of periodical issues without an index to provide ready access to the valuable 
contents becomes practically worthless in time. 

The need for this consolidated Index has been obvious to the Society for some years, but the 
work involved was formidable and it was delayed unduly — until Mr John S. Womersley of 
Adelaide (formerly Chief Botanist for Papua New Guinea) offered to compile the Index. The 
extreme gratitude of the Australasian Native Orchid Society for Mr Womersley’s thoroughly 
professional treatment of this voluntaxy task is here recorded.

This index has been prepared in two parts, the first part listing by authors, all papers, articles and 
notes published in The Orchadian. vols 1 - 5. . Joint authorship: papers will be found under each 
author. Multiple entries are in chronological order and where an author has more than one paper in an 
issue of The Orchadian the entries will be found in order of pagination. 

Part II of this index includes all validly published scientific names and the several misspelled and 
invalid names which have appeared in The.Orchadian, vols 1-5 with the putative status at publication 
of correct botanical names. Non-botanical scientific names have an indication of the phyllum 
appended, e.g. Insecta, Aves, Reptilia. 

In a reprint of volume 1 some years ago an additional page 125 was included. In compiling this index 
the original edition and pagination has been followed. The facsimile edition of volume 1, 1983, follows 
the original pagination and is covered by this index. 

Following publication of Clements “Preliminary Checklist of Australian Orchidaceae”, 1982, it has 
been possible to identify botanical names of orchids which are now accepted as synonyms. These are 
indicated in the index together with the currently accepted valid names. Synonymous names of plants 
other than orchids have been verified froma variety of botanical literature. Author names have been 
abbreviated in accordance with the standardised form being adopted for the Flora of Australia. 

In part II of the index all valid generic and specific scientific names are printed in italics, bold face 

where the names in part ofa title, standard face for names standing alone and italics for synonymous 
names. Titles of papers, articles and notes are in bold face. For ease of recognition in the index volume 
numbers are printed in Roman numerals, bold, although in The Orchadian, arabic numerals are used 
for volume numbers. Page numbers for illustrations are in bold face.
